For Aoki, day 1 = Sunday, but for EiBi, day 1 = Monday. So for the 
Burmese segment at 0000-0015, Aoki has it on Sun-Mon-Tue-Thu-Sat. 

EiBi has it on Mon-Tue-Thu-Sat-Sun, i.e. the same! Likewise, they both 
agree that the days for English at 0000-0015 are Wed & Fri. 


But again, that implies that the shorter Burmese broadcasts ending at 
2400 must not be on UT Wed and Fri, but on UT Tue & Thu, contrary to 
Aoki. Yes, it’s confusing, but you have to be explicit and consistent!

1400. Excellent level - May 27 (Rick Barton, AZ, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*x*x CHINA [non]. 9580, May 27 at 0139, CRI relay via HABana is in 
Spanish instead of English! Talk about Colombian author Gabriel Garcia 
M-rquez and his appreciation ‘‘aquI en China’*. Adjacent Albania relay 
on 9570 remains in CRI English. Something’s always wrong at RadioCuba 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1932, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*x CHINA [and non]. 9940, CNR1, May 24, 2018, 153771547 in Chinese. 
SIO 544. Echo on signal. OM commentator. This is probably designed to 
be a jamming signal on top of RFA broadcast on same frequency. I can 
hear bits of RFA under the CNR signal. Moderate QSB and Increasing 
QRN. OMs in long harangue followed by strident YL. Listed language is 


Mandarin, target is Far East (Vince Henley, Anacortes WA, WiNRADiO 
G39DDCe SDR, ICOM IC-R8600, Ten-Tec RX-340, Drake R8B, TECSUN PL-380, 
TECSUN PL-660, TECSUN PL-880. Antennas: whips on PL-380, PL-660, PL- 
880 and Alpha-Delta DX-Ultra installed broadside east west at 30 feet, 
NASWA Flashsheet via DXLD) 


**x CHINA [non?]. 11610, May 26 at 1635, bandscanning up, hits huge 
signal in Chinese song, S9+5 to peaks S9+20; worthy of MWV but its 
only Chinese hour on 11610 is 21-22; 1638 Chinese announcement, talk 
over music continues. This is the SSOB, more than 12160 WWCR, 11760 
RHC, 11930 Cuban radio war, 12050 WEWN, 11710 North Korea, but not a 
bad signal from there. Sked at 16-17 only is RFA Chinese, 250 kW, 295 
degrees via TINIAN and of course *xjammed per Aoki/NDXC. I hear no 
trace of a second signal, but think CNR1 jamming more likely (Glenn

And this one was not way off-frequency like that. It’s the only SOH

15320, May 24 at 0025, S4-S1 with flutter in Chinese, 
presumed CNR1 jammer against VOA Chinese via Philippines this hour 
only. It’s the OSOB except for 15120 China via Cuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx CHINA. 17398-USB, Guangzhou Coast Radio Station, *1059-1104*, May 


27. In Chinese, with assume marine weather (Ron Howard, Ocean Beach 
[San Francisco], CA, EtUn E1, antenna: 100' long wire, WOR iog via 
WORLD OF RADIO 1932, DXLD) 


[did you notice: China logs above in frequency order; Cuba below in 
chrono order, more or less --- gh] 


xx CUBA. 9530, Radio Havana, 5-18, 2348-2357. Beautiful haunting 
choral singing.

11880, May 22 at 2356, RHC English is OFF --- don’t know whether it 
was off for entire 2300 hour, but now English is still running on // 
5040. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


Hi Glenn, Since it's always something at RHC, I thought I'd share my 
experience on 23 May 2018 on 6165 from 0020 UT to 0102. At 0020 a male 
cleared his throat and spoke for about 3 minutes in Spanish, with long 
pauses between the sentences. He ended by moving the microphone. 
Afterward, there was an open carrier until 0056, then the abrupt end 
of an RHC be in English. There was no carrier change I could detect. 
At 0059 RHC came on with its full studio presentation in English. I 
don't speak Spanish, but I had a friend translate. She said he was 
talking about going to pick up the director of the Central Bank of 
Cuba, and that they can only speak Spanish around him, and mentions a 
song. 


I'm thinking the speaker didn't realize he had an open mike that may 
have picked up his personal phone call. I've attached an mp3 of the 3 
minutes if you feel it's worth a listen. I also have the full thing 
recorded, but I'll spare you the bandwidth unless you're really 
interested. Just wanted to report what I heard.

Of course, this audio should never have been 
put on the feeder, which should not have been on the air, nor should

11760, May 23 at 0111, RHC Spanish is just barely modulated on big 
signal; 11700 and 12000 have poor signals but more modulation. Only 
11840 on band is sufficiently modulated and with bigsig. Something's 
always wrong at RHC. 


5040, May 23 at 0614, S9+20 of dead air, instead of turned off at 
0600* after one English hour. Something's always wrong at RHC. 


13740, May 23 at 1604, open carrier at S9+20 is certainly the CRI 
English relay not turned off at 1600*. Something’s always wrong at 
RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) See also unID 17730 


13650, China Radio International (via Cuba relay) at 2300. I was about 
to put this down as a "something is always wrong at Radio Cuba log" as 
there was only an open carrier from 2300 to 2304. At 2304, newscast 
came on with woman in English, which was fine except that the 
broadcast is supposed to be Portuguese at this hour. Then, at 2310, it 
did go to Portuguese. It nearly rounded out the top of the hour with 
Chinese-Portuguese language lesson, but the station closed suddenly at 
2355. VG signal - May 23 (Rick Barton, Logs from Central Arizona. 
Grundig Satellit 205/5000 & 750; RS SW-2000629, HQ-200 & HQ-180A with 
various outdoor wires. 73 and Good Listening....! -rb, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


14295, May 24 at 0027, JBA carrier where there was none a couple 
minutes earlier. I'm looking for the third harmonic of 4765, R. 
Progreso which now has its carrier on too, but music modulation does 
not come up until 0033:40; and 14295 is just too weak to match, but 
I’m sure that’s it. Something's always wrong at RadioCuba; but 
harmonix of Rebelde 5025 are rarely reported: 10050, 15075. 


11760, May 24 at 0017, surprised to find RHC AWOL from here, but still 
going on 11700, 11830, 11840, 11850 --- there is a JBA carrier on 
11760; exciter, or CNR1 as also listed? Something's always wrong at 
RHC. 


11880, May 24 at 0018, surprised to find this frequency still on air 
in Kriyol // 5040. Supposed to stop by 0000 after English. Something's 
always wrong at RHC. 


11900, May 24 at 0019, weak signal in Spanish at SO-S1, confirmed as 
RHC by // 11840, 12000 and 11760 which has come back on by 0021, but 
soon fades out. Does not work out to be an ordinary leapfrog from any 
pair of 25mb frequencies ---- unless it is 11760 over the 11830 spur 
of 11840, another 70 kHz beyond? But there is none on 11920 which 
would be over 11840 itself. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


9553 & 9587 approx., May 24 at 1248, extremely distorted matching 
parasitic spurblobs out of 9570 relay of CRI. Something's always wrong 
at RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1932, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


13700, May 24 at 1302, RHC is S9+20/30 of dead air; modulation not 
applied until 1307.5. Meanwhile other RHC on 13740 is roughly 
modulating at S9/S9+10 with some squeal. Something's always wrong at 
RHC. 


9805, May 25 at 0121, heavy pulse jamming against nothing, despite 
Radio Marti active here only at 10-13 UT. Something's always wrong at 
the dangerous DentroCuban Jamming Command. 


[and non]. 13660, May 25 at 1325, RHC Spanish is VP, i.e. leapfrog 
mixing product of 13740 over 13700 another 40 kHz lower; at 1350 I can 
hear the reverse match at 13780. Something's always wrong at RHC, but 
at least today not including FM spurblobs all over 22m. 


13670, May 25 at 1326, mixture of VP music and I think RHC audio, 
maybe overload, or protracted 11-12 UT weak fundamental transmission? 
Aoki/NDXC shows at this hour both CRI English via Kashgar and PBS 
Xinjiang Urumqi in Uyghur, from East Turkistan: surely not really 
both! (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


13740, May 25 at 1400 I check whether the Cubans are colliding with 
each other? Yes! RHC past scheduled 1400* with Sonido Cubano music is 
much louder than CRI English relay from *1400, and this goes on until 
1404:45 when RHC stops just as CRI news is ending, and 1405 
“Roundtable’ starting, TGIF. Something’s always wrong at RadioCuba. 


11900, May 25 at 2351, RHC vs RHC, mixture of audios from 11950 with 
“Mesa Redonda’ soundtrack, and mainstream RHC from 12000, i.e. 
leapfrog another 50 kHz lower. Modulation is rough on 12000; 11950 is 
also defective, overmodulated and squealing, so the sounds on 11900 
are no better tho much weaker, managing only S1. Luckily for WEWN, no 
reverse ‘frog on 12050 can be heard to mar its own ‘Cara a Cara’ show. 
Something's always wrong at RHC. 


The 11900 mix will not occur on weekends when 11950 is not on; but 
what about my Thu May 24 RHC log on 11900 at 0019? 11950 should also 
have been off after 0000, and I did not note then that it was on, 
causing speculation about how else 11900 could happen (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1932, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


6165, May 27 at 0152, RHC is in Spanish // 6060 etc., instead of 
English whose separate music maintains on 6000. Recheck at 0612, 6165 


Something's 
always wrong at RHC. See also CHINA [non] 


9535, May 27 at 1430, S4-S8 of dead air, obviously RHC. 15230 
likewise, May 27 at 1442, dead air or JBM at S9, while 11760 and 13700 
are OK. 17730 is also on and VP with music matching 11760. Something's 
always wrong at RHC. 


6100, May 29 at 0545, this RHC English frequency during music is S7-S9 
but modulation and carrier are breaking up rapidly. // 6000, 6060, 
6165 are relatively OK. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


13567 approx., May 29 at 1355, first find the RHC horribly distorted 
spurblobs are back, starting here vs the Part 15 HIFER band. Out of 
13700 transmitter, also 13501, 13438?, 13634, 13766, 13832, 13898, 
13963, 14039? I.e. approx. 66 kHz intervals. Usual Fit tone 
accompanying and the closer ones are somewhat readable if tuned in FM 
mode. Some days these are rampant, some days absent. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1932, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hey, Arnie, how about applying Cuban ingenuity now to clean up RHC's

[sic, with all those dot-dot-dots ---- get this man some semicolons! ] 
Hola amigos radioaficionados... hi my radio hobby friends all around 
the world... YES, it is time, right now to enjoy about ten minutes of 


all radio hobby related information coming to you from Havana, Cuba. I 
am your host, Arnaldo, Arnie, Coro and here is item one of today's 
show: 


Yes, Happy Birthday Radio Havana Cuba.... si amigos, yes my friends, 
oul mes amis..... our beloved station is celebrating today its fifty 
seventh year on the air... 


And for me, this is a very significant moment, because I was an 18 
years old junior radio technician in 1961, when our signal went on the 
air on the first day of May of 1961, under the name of Radio Havana 
Cuba.... I remember very well my regular visits to the still to be 
finished Bauta transmitting station, where our first transmitters and 
antennas were in the process of being installed, with the technical 
advice from a senior Brown Boveri Corporation engineer, known to us as 
Mister Faust. 


My command of the English language helped a lot to communicate with 
Mister Faust who gave to the installers all his know how about high 
power short wave broadcast transmitters. Cuba had bought to Brown 
Boveri of Switzerland four transmitters. Two were capable of 
delivering 100 kiloWatts and two smalller ones ran 10 kiloWatts... 


Several other accesories were part of the business deal with the Swiss 
company, that included the technical advice and training of the Cuban 
engineers and technicians involved in the complex installation. And 
yes, amigos, we learned a lot, allowing us to put the four 
transmitters on the air and provide high quality maintenance and the 
ability to solve the inevitable breakdowns that do happen at all 
broadcast stations, usually at the worst possible time. 


I can close my eyes, now at 75, and literally see the glow of the huge 
BTL25 type high power triodes final grounded grid amplifiers that 
delivered more than 100 kiloWatts to the antennas . 


More about the early days of Radio Havana Cuba, a testimony, direct 
and from the source, coming up in just a few seconds. 


(RADIO HABANA CUBA interval signal) 


This is Radio Havana Cuba celebrating its 57th anniversary on this 
first day of May of 2018 amigos... And here is more about the early 
days of our station and how with the now well known Cuban ingenuity we 
solved the many hurdles that happened every day during the start up 
period... We had no studios of our own, so we obtained help from Radio 
Progreso and borrowed two studios from our sister station located on 
the first four floors of the same building. 


Studio 5 a large size NAB type broadcast studio built under the 
supervision of Cuban master radio engineer and my mentor, Carlos 
Estrada, was used for recording especially prepared music scores, that 


nowadays are treasured as most valuable heritage of the Cuban 
broadcast institute, and studio 8, where we recorded the newscasts.... 
We ended up every day with two quarter inch tape 2400 feet reels, 
that contained the Spanish and English programs. Then a messanger 
drove a small Volkswagen Bug from downtown Havana, to Bauta, a small 
village some 20 miles west of the city. At the transmitting station we 
had two Phillips quarter inch tape professional tape machines that 
were connected to an also Phillips made sound mixer board, that 
provided the required audio output to the line amplifiers that fed the 
transmitters. 


The trip took about three quarters of an hour under normal weather, 
but it could last twice as long during bad weather , because the 
Central Highway communicating La Habana with the western part of Cuba 
was, and still is very narrow and with many curves.... As expected we 
had to use that pony or VW express courier until finally engineer 
Estrada negotiated with the telephone company a pair of long distance 
radio broadcast quality lines, I still remember their registration 
numbers... LR 1715 and LR 1716, that was what we had to tell the phone 
company repairs department every time we had problems with the audio 
feeds... Then a few months later we received two Brown Boveri UHF 
studio to transmitters links, and installed them at the rooftop of the 
nearby to our station Habana Libre Hotel that provided a clear 
unobstructed path to the Bauta transmitting station new tower, 
especially installed for that purpose.... Then our signal quality 
improved and the studio to transmitter links were under my care for 
quite some time... 


Nowadays we send our studio signals to the transmitting stations using 
highly reliable fiber optic cables... 


(short musical interval) 


You are listening to Radio Havana Cuba, this is a very special 
anniversary edition of Dxers Unlimited... I am Arnie Coro and here I 
am happy to share with you some of the happenings and anecdotes of the 
early days of Radio Havana Cuba.... At the Bauta transmitting site we 
counted with a very experienced antennas enginners, Doctor Engineer 
Jose Antonio Valladares who was also a senior professor at the 
University of Havana school of electrical engineering.... Valladares 
enjoyed teaching a lot... he would tune and antenna for minimum 
standing wave ratio, and then ask us, the trainees to do it again from 
scratch... 


We had to learn how to work with the complicated Smith Chart and also 
how to measure the standing waves on the 350 ohms transmission lines 
with an odd instrument on wheels that traveled along the line for find 
maximums and minimums of the radio frequency voltage, required to 


calculate the standing wave ratio. The excellent protection circuits 
of the Brown Boveri transmitters will trip them off the air if the SWR 
went above about one point seven to one, and both Mister Faust and 
engineer Valladares insisted in achieving the lowest possible standing 
wave ratio... they said we want to see a purely resistive RF load !!! 
Amigos, and that was not an easy task at all.... 


We had installed a broadband dipole antenna for our 11760 kiloHertz 25 
meters band frequency, and one of my first tasks working on how to 
learn to tune the antennas, was to adjust a quarter wave stub, located 
next to the antenna 350 ohms line feedpoint, so that a perfect one to 
one standing wave ratio was achieved.... Because it was a single 
element antenna, it could be done much faster than the time it took to 
tune up the phased dipoles array designed for optimum coverage of the 
Caribbean.... 


Nowadays we still use a single element dipole for our Tropical Band 
5040 kiloHertz frequency, and it was installed close to the ground in 
order to optimize the high angle radiation required for coverage of 
the Cuban archipelago.... But as engineer Valladares explained to us, 
the vertical pattern also has a smaller lobe at a lower take off 
angle, and that explains why 5040 kiloHertz can be heard so far 
away... of course the feeding that dipole with 100 kiloWatts also 
helps a lot so that Dxers around the world can pick up Radio Havana 
Cuba even when the number of sunspots is very low... By the way the 
average sunspots number for the month of April was 8.9, a very clear 
reminder that we are now deep into the period of minimum activity for 
solar cycle 24... 


(Short musical interval) 


Of course that there are many more anecdotes about the early days of 
our station, like for example, why I was asked by RHC 's Director 
Marcos Behmaras, to read an English language newscast one day that our 
regular announcer called in sick... Marcos said: Arnie, I know you 
went to an English language school, maybe you could help us and share 
your time between the engineering department and on the air 
announcing... something that lead eventually to the creation of this 
Dxers Unlimited show, and our Breakthrough science and technology 
feature... 


Asked by a colleague when I was planning to retire, my reply was that 
working at the ICRT, the Cuban broadcast organization was something 


that I enjoyed very much... As a matter of fact even after having to 
undergo recently major surgery, I have managed to stay on the air, to 
celebrate this 57th anniversary of Radio Havana Cuba....looking 


forward to 2021 when our station will be 60 years old...

The signal is moderate and like tonight May 29, 
2019, some pirate hams where talking in SSB with an accent from 
Scotland, I think fishermen in a group? and the were off air after 
some time when the music station was getting stronger in signal but 
it’s never very strong and loud so it most be low power and I suspect 
it does come from the UK? It’s now for about 5 or 6 weeks that I did 
hear the station on air irregular. Are there also other DX'ers who can 
hear this station? 


I use an Icom IC-R 8500 and a home made 60 m dipole (SW-NO) and 5 m 
high above the ground (by the way my dipole is still not tuned for 
this band; I just measured the length with a calculator and made the 
antenna) but even so, the antenna does do a good job tho hanging so 
low above the ground. 


PS, I did also hear some weeks ago more short time pirate radio 
stations in the 60 mb in the middle of the night time hours, some even 
with a carrier and then they disappear, some with modulation.

April 25 also saw the approval of technical changes not only for 
XHACN and XHZS/Sin. but for XHJS, XHSK (also an A9Q clear), XHBD and 
XHV.

Who's behind the name? Arte y Cultura en Solidaridad is owned by 
Manuel Isaac and Fayne Yazmin Caballero Colli. Culturalmente Chetumal 
was formed by Yesenia Monserrat Hern-ndez Molina and Natalia Alc-ntara 
Ramirez. 


And now, I have something special, an exclusive report on social 
stations in Jalisco. Let's just say it's wild. 
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Social Frequencies, Social Wolf: Frecuencias Sociales, A.C. 


Frecuencias Sociales, A.C., won three stations in Jalisco in the 
social station fever that swept the IFT recently. These are: 


XHTUJ 91.5 Tuxpan 
XHTOJ 90.1 Tomatl-n 
XHPVT 97.5 Puerto Vallarta 


It has additional station applications in the pipeline at El 
Arenal, Jalisco and Cuernavaca, Morelos. But who is Frecuencias 
Sociales? 


The first place to start looking for answers is to find the 
holderis legal representative, who signed for its concessions when he 
physically received them at the IFTis offices. Frecuencias Sociales 
lists an address in an office building in Tecamachalco, State of 
Mexico (in the Mexico City metro), and its representative is JosE 
Antonio Aguilar Arellano. 


[and non] A name. Where to look next? A search. There wasnit much, but 
there was something interesting in All Access on December 20, 2010: 


iAnd BRYAN KING is selling the construction permit for a new FM at 
UVALDE ESTATES, TX to JOSE ANTONIO AGUILAR ARELLANO for $60,000.i 


Uvalde Estates, Texas? Weive crossed the border! This FM station 
was ultimately built as KEWP on 93.5 MHz. Itis not alone in Aguilaris 
American radio holdings, which include another two stations he owns 
fully. These are KCOT 96.3 in Cotulla and KGDL 92.1 Trent, which 
boasts a translator K290BV in Abilene. All carry the La Mejor format 6 
the only Texas stations on the MVS site. 


When I wrote Wikipediais stub articles on these stations, I 
thought a long time about the callsign of the Trent station. KGDL is 
an odd callsign, having nothing to do with Trent, Abilene, Texas or 
the name of the format. Of course, anyone with a knowledge of Mexican 
broadcasting, or really Mexico, knows that GDL means Guadalajara 6 
*xthereis an XHGDL-FM now, and XHG used to go by i4 GDLi in the late 
90s. Guadalajara is the capital of the state of Jalisco, where JosE 
Antonio Aguilar apparently now has three social stations. 


Yet that was not all that was curiousO 


Aguilar owned two additional stations, KHAV in Sabinal and KOTX at 
Hebbronville. These stations donit have any online presence; the WTFDA 
DB lists them as being La Mejor. Aguilar, though, is not the outright 
owner of KHAV or KOTX. He instead owns 75 percent of them through a 
company called 35 Communications. 


In American radio, and particularly with people like this, a 75/25 
split suggests a potential foreign minority owner. 35 Communicationsis 
FCC ownership reports indeed list the 25% owner as a Mexican citizen, 


Elftas Navarro. 


If Mexican broadcasting is a family business, it brings with it 
recognizable family names across the country. Aguirre. Ibarra. Pereda. 
Vargas. Rivas. Ferr-ez. Broadcasting families that have passed down 
last names and station groups over the decades. 


Seeing Navarro told me to look in San Luis Potosi. 


Elias Navarro Martinez was one of the principal men behind the 
establishment and consolidation of FM radio in San Luis Potosi. He 
started XHOD and XHPM and quickly hooked up with one Joaquin Vargas 
GUmez. These stations formed the Centro de Frecuencia Modulada. In 
2009, the MVS-CFM partnership in San Luis merged with Controladora de 
Medios, run by the Torres Corzo family, to form what is today the 
stateis radio giant: GlobalMedia. Navarro Martinez died in 2013, but 
Elias Navarro P-ramo is today the groupis vice president. 


In September, at GlobalMediais anniversary dinner, it was Navarro 
P-ramo who made a big splash, announcing the creation of GlobalMedia 
Texas. According to the GlobalMedia report of the dinner, GlobalMedia 
Texas iwill inform the 8.6 million Mexicans in the cities of Houston, 
Dallas, San Antonio, Laredo and Austin about happenings on both sides 
of the borderi, and P-ramo is the ipresident of the GlobalMedia 
Networki project.

In 2015, GlobalMedia Texas was incorporated as a concern in Texas 
by Navarro P-ramo. There is also a GlobalMedia Network, LLC, which 
indeed has an American radio holding. It owns K229BJ 93.7 in Hollywood 
Park, Texas, a San Antonio rimshot, currently retransmitting Catholic 
station KJMA; FCC filings list its source as Christian station KBNL in 
Laredo. 


GlobalMedia Network, whose president is Christian Wertz, was 
essentially formerly Mega Media, LLC. Mega Media also bought in 2015 a 
translator K231CL at McAllen, Texas. Mega turned around to donate the 
McAllen station to OrganizaciUn ICC é*which uses it to repeat KHBE, a 
station that it owns and which was formerly owned by Aguilar 6 at the 
same time it bought the Hollywood Park translator from ICC. (Worth 
noting: Carlos Sesma represented Mega Media in 2015, from an office in 
Chicago, and there is one mention of Christian Wertz directing Radio 
Aztl-n in Nayarit in 2009.) 


It is hard to see a network with a presence in major cities here. 


There is, of course, an interesting footnote. 


The same news reports about GlobalMedia expanding into the US also 
mention another new radio holding 6*a station in Puerto Vallarta that 
was bought outright.

The GlobalMedia report says this is 95.9 XHCJU-FM, the Ke Buena 
station in Vallarta, which was owned by Luis Carlos Mendiola Codina's 
Riviera ComunicaciUn.

Who's on first? What's on second? 


The second-wave-induced changes at OIR San Luis Rio Colorado will 
have you thinking of the old Abbott and Costello routine. 


OIR has four stations on AM: XEMW 1260, XELBL 1350, XECB 1460, and 
XEEH 1520. It also has two FMs, XHSLR 107.9 and XHDY 107.1 (the latter 
historically the station of Ciudad Morelos, Baja California). It is a 
hegemon in San Luis radio. 


Entering this month, XEMW was "Sonido Zeta" grupera, XELBL was 
Radio Centro with talk, XECB was Radio Ranchito ranchera, and XEEH 
was...apparently something called Radio ..xitos. (Only XEMW and XECB 
have nighttime authorization.) XHSLR is La Consentida, their primary 
station and a 100,000-watt blowtorch. XHDY was "RIo Digital", a pop 
format evicted from XHLPS-FM when it left OIR management (the current 
format of 102.5 is unknown). 


Second-wave migration gave OIR the chance to migrate two stations. 
It chose XEMW, now XHEMW-FM 91.1, and XELBL, now XHLBL-FM 93.9, and it 
kicked off a massive format shuffle affecting multiple stations in its 
group. 


Rio Digital moved to XHLBL in mid-May, and XHDY is now a combo 
with XECB's Radio Ranchito programming. Radio Centro, evicted from 
XELBL, is apparently now on XEMW (why, I have no clue), but I can't 
find confirmation. 
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Meanwhile, XHOK-FM is nearing completion. The Radio Disney 90.9 
sign is up at the ACIR studio facility. You can also see the base of 
the newly installed FM tower.

I'm still sorting through 
about 100 NZ recordings made during my 5 day trip to Aitutaki last 
month, but several of the Kiwi sunset skip signals demonstrate the 
effect in pretty awesome fashion.

**x NICARAGUA. VANDALISM GROUPS ATTACK NICARAGUAN RADIO STATION

Managua, May 28 (Prensa Latina [CUBA]) Vandalism groups today attacked 
and burned the facilities of Tu Nueva Radio Ya, while the situation of 
the workers and journalists inside the radio station is unknown. 


Shortly before the communications were interrupted, the radio 
announcers denounced during a live broadcast that the attack was 
irresponsibly promoted by Canal 100% Noticias and its reporters. 


This TV station assured that from the radio station groups described 
here as criminals - entrenched in the National University of 
Engineering - were being attacked. 


This was denied by the journalist of Tu Nueva Radio Ya Bismarck 
Garcia, who accused 100% Noticias of being irresponsible and inciting 
violence and hatred among Nicaraguans. 


'We hold Mr. Miguel Mora (owner of the aforementioned channel) 
responsible for the attacks that the staff of Tu Nueva Radio Ya and 
our facilities may receive, our radio has been stoned and attacked 
with mortars,' Garcia said. 


Here we are contradicting those who point us as causing the attacks on 
people who are in the streets. We do not incite violence, nor do we 
create false news, he added. 


A few minutes later the signal was interrupted, while television 
images showed how hooded persons were firing mortars from the outside 


against the radio station, located in a central place in Managua. 


Meanwhile, the situation of the personnel who were at the time of the 
attack inside Tu Nueva Radio Ya is unknown. 


A few hours early, criminal groups burned the headquarters of the 
Prosecutor's Office in Masaya department (west), according to 
commissioner Ramon Avellan. 


The attackers also fired homemade mortars at the police station and 
tried to loot other facilities and businesses. 


Three firefighters units managed to put out the fire, while the 
uniformed personnel remained in the barracks as agreed in the National 
Dialogue, he reported. 


These attacks are added to the wave of violence that has been 
unleashed throughout Nicaragua for more than a month. 


The escalation of violence broke out on April 18 against social 
security executive reforms, later repealed, but did not stop the 
protests. 


According to observers, such reforms served as a pretext to launch a 
plan directed from abroad with the objective of destabilizing the

A journalist working for the UN radio is being held by the media 
authority in Juba.

This is according to journalists who were at the time covering a press 
conference by the minister of information, Michael Makuei. They said 
security men in black suits confiscated Martin's tools, including his 
phone, recorder and notebook - before whisking him away. 


One of the journalists who chose anonymity told Eye Radio that the 
reporter is being held at the Media Authority premise in Juba. 


The motive behind his arrest is not yet clear. When contacted by Eye 
Radio, the Director of Media Authority said he was not aware of the 
detention. 


Elijah Alier said Radio Miraya is not registered anyway. In March, the 
Media Authority ordered for closure of the UN radio over what it calls 
"persistent non-compliance" and "refusal to be regulated" under the 
country's media laws.

The Dalet system used by Voice of America (VOA) reporters to receive, 
process, store and transmit digital data used for VOA video, TV, radio 
and online content is once again experiencing one of its many 
catastrophic failures. VOA reporters have been sending desperate 
confidential messages to our BBG Watch watchdog website about VOA 
broadcasts being interrupted. They say they are afraid that if they 
complain directly to top managers, Broadcasting Board of Governors 
(BBG) CEO John F. Lansing and VOA Director Amanda Bennett, they will 
be branded as not being good team players. 


Recently, VOA women reporters said that they were afraid to complain 
to VOA and BBG management about a Twitter account of a fellow employee 
which included erotic content degrading women. VOA reporters who had 
contacted BBG Watch blame both Lansing and Bennett for not solving the 
digital system problems during the past two years and allowing them to 
continue. 


Here are some of the messages from Voice of America reporters: 
VOICE OF AMERICA REPORTER: 


[This may be] interesting to you as another evidence of the failure of 
management here at VOA/BBG [the Voice of America (VOA) and the 
Broadcasting Board of Governors (BBG)] and lack of priorities and 
professional expertise among top leaders. 


It is already 4 (!!!!) [day] that entire video broadcasting system 
here at VOA is not working. At all. Nada. 


TV production [is] basically paralyzed. We donit have normal access to 
the wires, video from agencies. 


Mr. Lansing [John F. Lansing, BBG CEO and Director] f CEO with 


experience at commercial industry should understand that such 
situation is just abnormal. In any commercial networks, such situation 
would lead to the rolling heads, firings, and resignations. But 
Lansing keeps silence. No statements about the situation from Amanda 
[Voice of America (VOA) Director Amanda Bennett] and her multiple 
deputies. 


We have problems with computer systems at least once a week. And in 
the last couple years, nothing has changed. And despite of all that, 
VOA and BBG management still talks about projects of new 24/7 channels 
in English, Farsi, Spanish and Chinese. 


Another VOA reporter wrote: 
ANOTHER VOICE OF AMERICA REPORTER 


There is a major technical difficulty at VOA, and it has been going on 
for almost four days with no resolution in sight (please read the 
official email below). 


I am not a technical person, but as I understand it, what happened was 
that the Dalet system, which is used for radio and TV production and 
almost everything else at VOA, such as line-ups, run-downs, news 
scripts, wire feeds, etc, cannot play any video elements any more. All 
languages services are asked to store every video element, including 
show openers and bumpers, onto a hard drive and then played in the 
control room. This defeats the purpose of having a digital broadcast 
system such as Dalet. 


I have heard from technicians that the root of the problem is that 
Dalet is technically not capable of handling large scale radio and 
video broadcasting. No major commercial networks uses Dalet, because 
of its unreliability and inability. VOA has made the matter worse by 
relying on Dalet solely for everything. 


As of now, the problem remains unsolved and BBG has no clue what went 
wrong. There are many outside contractors, and each of them denies it 
is their problem. 


The questions then are: who made the decision to purchase the Dalet 
system in the first place and upgrade it time and again for it to 
handle all radio and TV production at VOA? Were there sufficient 
feasibility studies and trouble shooting measures put in place before 
each upgrade? 


Almost all language programs have been affected. For example, the live 
Mandarin TV show for last Friday afternoon had to be replaced by a 
repeat, and last Saturday morningis Mandarin TV show did not go out at 
all. In other words, a major broadcasting blunder. 


Instead of giving answers to these questions and shouldering the 
responsibilities, top VOA management is blaming rank-and-file TV 
production personnel for inot putting everything on a hard drivei and 
bring it to the control room. As I said earlier, this requirement 
defeats the purpose of having a digital broadcast system and is beyond 
the ability of languages services. To put every video element onto a 
hard drive before a show requires a lot of time and manpower, a luxury 
that many, if not all, languages services do not have, given the time 
pressure that they work under and the budget restraint. 


Many technicians and journalists at VOA fear that this technical 
debacle will further hurt VOAis reputation and credibility among 
millions of its audience and listeners. It will no doubt further crush 
the morale of the rank-and-file at VOA and BBG, especially now, when a 
federal employee viewpoint survey is going on right now. 


VOA staff was provided by the Management with this explanation: 
BBG MANAGEMENT EXPLAINS 


Current Status: 


The MediaGrid is still down. VOA should be prepared to operate without 
it and on Emergency Procedures for the next couple of weeks. 


TSI is still investigating the issue and working with the vendors to 
provide a remedy. 


TSI is also working towards alternative technical replacement options 
A 

1) Set up a new communication path to the MediaGrid and test to ensure 
appropriate communications 

2) Setting up the NEW NetApps media storage that was procured for 


Dalet Galaxy to replace the MediaGrid 


It should be known that both of these options mean that the complete 
High Resolution Video Storage will be inaccessible for up-to a couple 
of weeks. 


Why will it take so long? 

The alternative solutions mean that new paths and configurations 
will need to be made internally which take time 

Professional services will need to be called in to set up storage 
solutions and appropriately map connections which also take time 

The data migration from the old high-resolution video storage to the 
new storage. 


In short, the language services will need to operate through the Brio 


for media and follow the Archives guidance for access to the Wire 
Services (BBG Watch via DXLD)

Recheck at 0036, 7730 is less distorted 
during Wavescan. Which had just played on: 9955, May 24 at 0015, WRMI 
with pulse jamming during AWR Wavescan. 


9455, May 24 at 1246, WRMI Oldies at S4-S6; while 9395 is Brother 
Scare at S9/S9+10. 9455 continues to be a secret underpowered 
transmission, but at least keeps Oldies going when 9395 often opts out 
for otherstuff.

9395, Thursday May 24 at 2046, surprised to hear Radiogram beeping, 
during an hour when WRMI is supposed to be relaying RAE in voiced 
Italian. Must not be IBC which does this only in final pentaminute of 
their semihours; nor Broad Spectrum Radio which emits only in the 
nightmiddle. I keep listening and there are only beeps, with some 
pauses to change subject, no voice announcements even at closing, but 
at 2058.5 a giveaway minute of a jazzed-up version of **Back Home in 
Indiana’* tune, which must be Kim's signature. 2059.5 canned WRMI ID 
by Biermann. I wonder how robust this mode be vs the considerable 
storm noise crashes? 


O yes, besides usual Friday at 2030 on 7780 & 5950, Kim's SW Radiogram 
had a special emission exactly one week ago for the NASB meeting in 
Indiana, on his schedule for Thu May 17 at 2030 on 9395 WRMI, per 
http: //swradiogram.net/ 


However: the Thursday May 17 agenda at NASB Elkhart per 
http://www. shortwave. org/index.php/annual-meeting-info/ 

shows the Radiogram ‘‘live’* demo at the wrong time, 1700-1745 UT, 
with something completely different when the 9395 broadcast really 
aired at 4:30 pm local EDT:

WBCQ schedule also has it differently 
wrong: **5130 Th 0030 0100 UTC We 08:30PM 09:00PM EST [sic] Antena 
DX**.

““WTO*’* opening ‘AWWW’ late; if 5130- now be //, it’s too weak JBA 
even to recognize the theme; 7490 with Allan's interjexions during the 
music, but when it finishes at 0005, a different voice is heard first, 
which turns out to be Dr Becker who is also in the studio. Announces 
current date 25 May YOOL 2018, so it’s live. First topic is iHeart 
Radio going bankrupt by gigadollars. TROTS, from John Carver: 


““Listening on 7490 though it was announced after theme music that 
they were broadcasting on 5130 and 9330 this evening also. Show 
started a bit over a minute late. Allan, Angela, Dr. Becker and later 
Tom Barna in the studio. Opening comments about iHeart Media's money 
problems and the state of radio in this country. Then Dr. Becker 
extolled the virtues of the Free Masons for some reason. 


Talk about the super station and the rotatable antenna started then, 
and would be a recurring theme for the rest of the show. Allan stated 
the new station was being built by one of their clients but again did 
not name them at this time. 


First and only phone call at 0020 asking if the flat-earthers were 
aware of how propagation supposedly worked. After a long pause, Allan 
agreed that the flat-earthers were behind the new super station and 
then went into a long spiel defending their right to believe whatever 
they wanted to believe and how he would defend their right to believe 
whatever they wanted to believe and broadcast over the airwaves.

Hi Glenn, Been enjoying the Yahoo group loggings and wanted to let you 
know that last night I was listening to WRNO on 7505 kHz. At 0150 UT, 
I heard a great program entitled NEXT TECH NEWS. Featured stories 
included the latest advances in drone technology in Sacramento, 
California, (drone use by government to stop crime) University of 
Berkeley, (the us of autonomous weapons) UBER (designing an almost 
silent drone that cannot be detected by the human ear) Florida (using 
drones to spray for the Zika virus in Vero Beach, with a chemical 
payload of 1,500 lbs!) and MIT (virtual reality goggles placed on 
drones for training artificial intelligence technology) Excellent 
presentation, I wish it would have continued beyond 15 minutes. 


At 0207 UT, I heard a voice from the past -- that being not since the 
Presidential election last year.

TruNews was initially on two more 
frequencies, then cut back to this one. TruNews still shows on the 
WRMI web schedule. Rather, Flowing Streams Ministry of which TruNews 
is/was the flagship program. Nothing on the TruNews website now about 
SW, or any radio broadcasts, but plenty of far-right extremist un-true 
slanted “‘news’*. Has Rick Wiles fallen out with WRMI, or simply a 
financial decision, SW no longer worth it?? 


9395, another check March 2 [2017] at 1421 finds more classic rock, 
*““Stairway to Heaven’’; 1423 break at odd time for WRMI ID by Bob 
Biermann. Never announces the music so I have to identify it: then 
““It's My Party’* by Leslie Gore; 1430 a WRMI ID mentioning 9395 


specifically; 1434 *‘‘Desiderata’* (you are a child of the universe) -- 
- NOT the parody, shux. 1438 *“‘Little Green Bag’* by The George Baker 
Selexion; 1440 **The Monkees’*; 1443 some doo-wop; 1446 ‘‘Smile a 
Little Smile For Me, Rose Marie’* by The Flying Machine, etc., etc. 


All the announcements are by Biermann, and suspect he is programming 
this now. Biermann’s regular hour is **Your Weekend Show*’* which 
started on TruNews, then expanded to various times (including mid- 
week) on other WRMI frequencies, so he has survived the sinking ship 
of TruNews. Surely a temporary filler until another full-time client 
for 9395 can be found. A golden opportunity to get some 
journalistically legitimate Public Radio service on SW!!

Yes, I barely make it // 5085 
WTWW-2 which is S9+30, with Ted breaking for a commercial, and flanked 
by the plus/minus 12.9 kHz spur carriers. And WTWW-1 is also running 
on 5830 with SFAW at S9+30. So all three transmitters are on the air 
at once!

0606:45 program resumes with guest Glen S-something who has a bunch of 
books to push, a longtime author about aliens around us. Again plugs 
15815 & 5085, host address dave@wtww.us so this show may axually 
originate at WTWW. And gives phone for call-ins as 615-680-8028, as I 
tune out and go to sleep. 


What*s about this at the WTWW website? NOTHING, of course, just long- 
outdated program info at 

http: //wtww.us/pages/schedule. php 

and on the homepage itself, still claiming to use 9930 with Dave 
Ramsey, etc., etc. 


15815, May 27 at 1439, however, *is* an unexpected and unregistered 
new frequency! for WTWW as IDed after ‘‘In the Sweet Bye&Bye’* hymn, 
S$9+20 = sporadic E boost, while neighbor 15825 WWCR is S9+20/30.

If you read my comments on the AM revitalization proceeding, several 
pages were devoted to a recap of FCC allocations history. You'd be 
surprised what they listen to. I was (Scott Fybush, ibid.) 


Scott, Thank you for the recommendation to send any relevant comments 
to the FCC. I was going to provide technical information and 
references to FCC Applications when I sent my comments to them. I 
would appreciate any recommendations that you can provide. I would 
encourage anyone who has any relevant information to send it along to 
the FCC regarding this matter. 


The current thought at the FCC seems to be that you can broadcast as 
if the 60dB coverage area of the translator signals is where their 
signal coverage stops. They totally ignore the fact that all of the 
signals continue well beyond those areas and create large areas where 
two or more signals on the same channel interfere with each other. 


In the situation with the 104.5 translator in the Scranton area that 

I noted in my previous message, I have corresponded with the engineer 
(who you know) who did the design and installation of the translator. 
He replied that "the signal from that translator shouldn't travel that 
far because most of the signal stength is vertically polarized". I 
replied that I am listening to the frequency on my car as I drive 
around the area and I told him where I am receiving the translator 
signal. I recommended that he do the same in my area. He had no 
response to my suggestion (Bob Seaman, ibid.)

When I read the press clips and commentary about radio pirates, I want 
to jump up and down, wave my arms, and scream, iHow can everyone be 
missing the most important fact about them?i 


And I donit care if I look crazy putting it in all caps, but the part 
most people miss is: iALMOST ALL PIRATES CHOOSE EXCLUSIVELY TO SET UP 
ILLEGAL, UNLICENSED STATIONS TO TARGET AND EXPLOIT LARGE MARKET 
AFRICAN AMERICAN AND LATINO NEIGHBORHOODS. i 


Just what iservicesi do pirates provide to these neighborhoods? 


They play the iclubi version of records 6 the versions with the four- 
and 12-letter words that are banned by the FCC on licensed radio 
stations, but are easily accessible to young children on pirate 
stations; and 


And they provide an audio stream free of bad news, bad weather, or bad 
emergencies 6 because they donit broadcast news, weather or EAS 
alerts. 


As a result, individuals often listen to their local iundergroundi 
stations, as theyire sometimes referred to, with no awareness of how 
they hurt their own communities. 


[Read: Pirate Radio Bill Formally Introduced] 


And at whose expense are these iservicesi delivered? Primarily 
minority broadcasters, who built their companies through years of hard 
work 6 providing genuine value, supporting their communities, and 
playing by the rules. Pirates say ilet me steal a piece of this.i 


At MMTC, weive encountered a pirate or three. Weive learned how they 
think. They are neither crazy nor stupid. What they are are 
opportunists. Old fashioned capitalists, but not in a good way. And 
smart ones. 


They know, to a moral certainty, that if they set up shop in Beverly 
Hills, theyid be cuffed or shackled before they laid down four of 
George Carlinis iSeven Dirty Words.i Theyid be thrown under the jail. 


A bunch of years ago, I met a pirate who was trying to iget legali by 
transitioning into LPFM. He had accumulated a little sum of money 
iservingi Black communities in Harlem and Brooklyn, with no FCC 
license. Chatting with him, my ears perked up, because (1) he didnit 
know a lot of black people; (2) he hadnit grown up in those 
neighborhoods; and (3) except for who Michael Jackson was, he knew 
virtually nothing about black music. 


But it turned out that he understood black social injustice quite 
well. I found this out when I asked him, iWhyid you choose black 
neighborhoods to broadcast from?i 


And this dude flat out told me: iDavid, theyire the safest place for a 
éPart 15 broadcaster.i [Thatis what some pirates call themselves, I 
kid you not. Real Part 15 broadcasters keep to their effective service 
range of about 61 meters. So I call BS, but digress.] And why is it so 
safe for us Part 15 guys? Because the government doesnit care about 
black and Spanish neighborhoods. They donit do housing code 
enforcement there. They donit fill up the potholes there. Theyire in 


no hurry to answer 911 calls there. They donit provide equal schools 
there, or even safe schools. So, do you really think the government is 
going to enforce the Communications Act there?i 


Excellent point! 
It goes to the reason we call a pirate a ipirate.i 


Seaborne pirates carefully choose targets of opportunity such as 
container ships with small staffs in poorly-patrolled waters, such as 
those off the Somali coast. Broadcast pirates, emulating their 
seaborne cousins half a world away, carefully choose, as targets of 
opportunity, the neighborhoods they think the FCC doesnit care about. 


Now, letis talk about what youire reading this commentary to find out: 
How can the FCC shut down, punish, and disincentivize a pirate? 


Letis start with ginormous forfeitures. They wonit work. Think about 
it: pirates generally arenit iTrump-scalei rich. Mostly, they have 
little to lose, so they arenit going to be motivated by an 
unfathomably large forfeiture that can never be collected. They have 
no way to pay a $75,000 fine, so why would they be even more 
frightened by having to pay a $750,000 fine? 


What about confiscating electronic gear? Really good idea, because 
itis unique. It takes days to replace and assemble tubes, diodes, and 
cart machines into an unlawful radio operation. Confiscating gear 
strikes at the common strategy of pirates 6 get shut down at 101 Oak 
Street on Monday, then light up a transmitter at 102 Spruce Street on 
Tuesday. 


What about going after landlords? Well-intended, but a bad idea. Itis 
unfair as well as detrimental to the low-income housing marketplace. A 
landlord doesnit have any notice that the tenant is operating a one- 
room radio station on premises 6 any more than the landlord would know 
if the tenant is maintaining a one-room meth lab. Turning pirate 
enforcement over to landlords 6 and punishing the landlords if they 
overlook a pirate fA would require landlords to pay someone to inspect 
the premises every few days A thus raising housing costs, decreasing 
housing quality, or both. 


Similarly, small, local advertisers canit be expected to know that a 
pirateis operation violates the Communications Act. If youire reading 
this in Radio World, youire already too close to the subject matter. 
We radio geeks sometimes forget that maybe 90% of the public has never 
heard of the Communications Act (and most of the other 10% couldnit 
care less). On the other hand, a large national advertiser that buys 
spots on a pirate station should know better and ought to be 


sanctioned. 
For its part, Congress needs to do two things to hit pirates hard: 


First, it needs to restore cuts to the FCCis budget that brought about 
the closure of critical field offices. Three years ago, the FCC 
operated 24 field offices; today, it operates only 13. It needs 30! 


Second, the FCC needs to be given the authority to take pirates to 
court on its own, rather than depend on the Department of Justice to 
bring lawsuits on the FCCis behalf. Pirates rank very low among the 
DOJis litigation priorities. It never made sense for an agency with 
the top-level expertise of the FCCis Office of General Counsel to have 
to depend on the DOJ to do its enforcement litigation. 


Finally, thereis one thing the FCC can do right now: Chairman Pai, or 
any of the commissioners, should appear at one of the national 
multicultural civil rights organizationsi conventions and give a 
speech that says approximately as follows: 


iRadio World just published a commentary that says that pirates think 
the government doesnit enforce the law in multicultural neighborhoods 
6 making those neighborhoods a safe haven for radio piracy. Thatis not 
going to be true on my watch,i and then lay out exactly what the 
commission is going to do to run down, capture, and prosecute pirates 
with equal zeal no matter whose neighborhood pirates choose to 
exploit.

In September 2017, Category 5 Hurricane Irma devastated the U.S. 
Virgin Island of St. Thomas along with much of the rest of the 
Caribbean. Among the victims was WTJX(FM). 


The hurricane knocked the station 6 which rebroadcasts NPR national 
content 6 right off the air and destroyed the facilities of sister PBS 
TV station WTIX. 


iAs well, Hurricane Irma knocked down our STL (studio-to-transmitter 
microwave link) at the St. Thomas transmitter site on Mountain Top,i 
said Robert Dickinson, WTJXis director of engineering. In March, more 
than six months later, it was not yet restored. 


DEVASTATING STORM 


Before Irma hit, the stations broadcast from Mountain Top, one of the 
highest points on St. Thomas. Their shared facility included a 
transmitter building and a 250-foot antenna tower, used by both 
stations and third-party clients, and a 100-foot auxiliary/STL tower. 
The site was backed up by a 190 kW main generator and a small 8 kW 
unit used with the stationis mobile production unit. 


The STL was connected to the TV stationis offices/studios on the 
southwest on 158-158A Haypiece Hill. The FM had offices there and used 
the TVis studio to record promos. 


Hurricane Irma devastated this facility, gutting the TV production 
studio down to its massive steel support girders and even damaging 
some of them. Add wind and rain damage to the rest of the facility, 
and iour St. Thomas office/ TV studio was destroyed,i said Tanya-Marie 
Singh, WTJXis chief executive officer. 


In March, FCC Chairman Ajit Pai, center, and members of the 
commissionis Hurricane Task Force met with station CEO Tanya-Marie 
Singh and toured the damage caused by Irma. This image is from the 
FCCis Twitter feed. 


Up on Mountain Top, iHurricane Irma knocked down our 100-foot tower, 
and severely damaged the 4.5 meter Ku-band satellite dish we used to 
downlink NPR via satellite,i said Dickinson. To make matters worse, 
the main generator developed issues that couldnit be fixed without 
parts coming from the U.S. mainland, which wasnit going to happen 
soon. As well, the stationis 8.1 meter dish that provided the downlink 
for PBS TV programming was seriously damaged. 


On St. Croix to the south, WTJX(FM)is offices had survived because 
Irma skirted the island. But although the station had purchased 


equipment for a production studio, it was not ready to go to air. 
Besides, iWith the STL down on Mountain Top, there was no way for us 
to link this studio to the transmitter,i Dickinson said. iAnd with 
telephone, power and internet down all over St. Thomas, there was no 
way to create a backup path to the transmitter.i 


MAKING DO 


Determined to get the FM station back on air as soon as they could, 
Dickinson and his staff made adjustments to an old 3.8 meter dish so 
that it could receive the NPR satellite feed on C-band. Given that 
this antenna was an abandoned Ku-band dish, this was no small 
accomplishment. 


Add the lack of adequate landline and generator power, and it took 
nearly two weeks to get WTJX back on air with national NPR 
programming. 


When Radio World spoke to WTJX in late March, station staff reported 
that the St. Croix radio studio had yet to be activated. iWe are still 
without an STL connection between Mountain Top and St. Croix,i 
Dickinson said. iMeanwhile, using an internet connection hasnit been 
an option until recently, due to the islandis internet being down.i 


As a result, WTJX listeners were still unable to get local content on 
the U.S. Virgin Islandsi NPR station. But still, having access to a 
national NPR feed was a welcome relief for many. 


MAKING PROGRESS 


Faced with a difficult post-Irma recovery, WTJX did what it could to 
get local content out by other means. 


As of February, iThe station has managed to put out regular airings of 
its @6Full Circlei public affairs program via Livestream (on the web) 0 
and rebroadcast the legislatureis LegiTV streaming coverage of both 
the State of the Territory and the legislatureis response,i according 
to an article in the U.S. Virgin Islands Daily News. 


As for replacing the St. Thomas production facility, Singh estimates 
that it would cost $15 million to $20 million to build a new 
office/studio tough enough to weather the next Category 5 hurricane. 


ilim looking at trying to get the power up at our facility, power, 

water, fiber underground,i she told the Daily News. ilim hoping to 

make this station completely resilient. Thatis what weire hoping we 
can do.i

Dickinson, in his interview with Radio World, expressed gratitude to 
NPR and PBS for coming to St. Thomas and helping out. 


iNPR sent down a crew and supplies to replace the 4.5 meter dish, 
which we are now using on again to downlink NPR network programming,i 
he said. Meanwhile as of late March the TV station was back on air, 
though the 8.1 meter dish was damaged iand is limping along,i Singh 
said. iWe are working with PBS and General Dynamics to get it fully 
restored.i 


Looking ahead, WTJXis priority is to create some sort of temporary 
production facility on St. Thomas close to Mountain Top, so that it 
can produce programming related to the 2018 elections. In particular, 
Singh wants local candidates to be able to make their cases over the 
air to voters. iEveryone needs a chance to be heard,i she said. 


As for the long term? Raising millions for a new facility in St. 
Thomas is going to be a daunting task for the stations. To help out, 
NPR iFresh Airi host Terry Gross recorded some fundraising PSAs, and 
the company advertised for a new director of development and 
fundraising to get things going. Singh herself is hoping that a 
combination of FEMA funds and public donations will be sufficient to 
put WTJX back on its feet.

Excerpts, just a FEW, from hundreds of logs where there are some 
anomalies, many originally in bold, taking up 22 of the 27 pdf pages 
in this issue of IRCA DX Monitor --- 14 domestic, 8 pan-American, 
mostly Mexican. I am not aware of a website where one may read or 
refer to the whole report. I am not attempting to excerpt the 
Mexicans+, but there is a great deal more useful information to 


identify domestic and foreign stations fn as of 8 months ago. 


I am copying further below, ALL his TIS/HAR info, for 530, 1610 and 
1710 kHz, including unIDs (Glenn Hauser, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


TIM HALLiS BORDER INN DX-PEDITION (FINAL) 


Loggings from the Border Inn beverage site, US 6/50 at the NV/UT 
border, Sept 28AOct 2 2017. All dates/times UT 


Receiver: Perseus SDR-IQ v4.1/Lenovo W540 laptop with eSSD drive (a 
very small drive, but also very fast and quiet). 


Antennas: Beverages on ground, as follows: 


1. NNE (~20 ) 810 ft terminated (2nd night only). Broke at 185 ft, 
but this probably happened the next morning when the winds kicked up. 
Took down this wire (and most other northern wires) due to extremely 
auroral conditions; combined it with antenna #410 to make antenna #9. 

2. NE (~44 ) 1130 ft terminated (2nd and 3rd nights only). 

3. NENE (~61 ) 1180 £t terminated (2nd and 3rd nights only). 

4. EENE (~78 ) 1540 £t terminated (all 4 nights). Very difficult wire 
to set up. It crossed the highway at a long slow diagonal, requiring a 
whole roll of duct tape! Was hoping this one would net some good 
eastern clear-channel catches, but the aurora was too strong and the 
long skip was not coming in well from most directions. This one broke 
at 500 £t while I was picking it up, and I suspect the wire may have 
been broken (inside the insulation) all along, because this antenna 
picked up way too many signals off the back end. 

5. EESE (~98 ) 1260 £t terminated (all 4 nights). Broke at 710 ft the 
first night (or possibly the next morning). This wire was the star of 
the show. It brought in great catches from Texas, Cuba and Venezuela 
all 4 nights. 

6. SESE (~124 ) 1160 ft terminated (first two nights). Didn't seem to 
be picking up much, so I moved it to become antenna #7. 

7. SE (~137 ) 1160 ft terminated (3rd night only). 

8. ESSE (~146 ) 1200 £t terminated (all 4 nights). Finally pulled in 
a few Mexican signals when conditions improved the 4th night. 

9. SSE (~154 ) 1490 ft unterminated (3rd night only). 

10. SSE(/NNW) (~160 /340 ) 680 £t unterminated (1st 2 nights only). 
Combined with antenna #1 to make antenna #9. 


This was my 7th visit to this location. I have DXed here a total of 19 
nights over the last 15 years (2002-2003 and 2013-2017). This time I 
had 164 new catches, raising my totals from 1290 stations heard to 
1454, surpassing the number of stations Iive heard in over 41 years 
DXing from San Diego. Once again this yearis visit was timed to 
combine the end-of-September sunset/sunrise conditions with the high 
school football season. This was largely nullified by very poor and 
auroral conditions the first 3 nights (most of my northern logs came 
during a one-hour period on Saturday morning when the aurora subsided 
for a while). I still need to be more careful planning my pre-sunset 
and post-sunrise recordings. Once again I used an unterminated wire to 
aim in two directions at once (SSE and NNW), and it worked as planned, 
bringing in a few stations from the northwest states and even a few TP 
signals despite the poor conditions. 


The noise problem did not return this year. The power station and/or 
power lines on the north side of the highway apparently were not 
activated this year. 


As in previous years, antenna bearings are approximate. I've been 
using the compass on my Blackberry because it takes one's location 
into account, and compensates for the difference between true north 
and magnetic north. That's great, but unfortunately the compass itself 
is lousy, and gives readings that fluctuate wildly! Next year I'm 
bringing an "old school" navigational aid (my late father's 
navigational protractor) to compare each antenna direction to the 
direction of the highway, which I now know to be 95 degrees. 73, Tim 


550, KLLV CO, Breen. 9/29 0402 A Hymns, female announcer "coming to 
you from Breen, Colorado, this is KLLV, inspirational voice of the 
Four Corners." This daytimer has been staying on at night for over a 
decade fA maybe the all-time record for cheating? Relog. 


730, KLOE KS, Goodland. 9/30 0359 fh "News talk 7-30 KLOE Goodland, a 
Rockingham radio station." Listed 20w nights, but I suspect they are 
stuck on day rig, as they are present on almost all my recordings this 
year. 657 miles. Relog. [that’s Rocking M! as in a cattle brand -- gh] 


750, KMMJ NE, Grand Island. 9/29 1159 A Country Gospel music, ID and 
mention of FM 104.3. +9/30 1105 fA Religious program with Pastor Jeff 
Schreve as listed on station web site. Why are they on this early? 
They have no listed PSRA. Grand Island FCC sunrise time is 1215, and 
even Atlanta FCC sunrise is not until 1115. 858 miles. Relog. 


840, KARS NM, BelEn. 9/29 1101 A ID "KARS AM 8-40 FM 102.9." (Hadn't 
changed calls to KIJFA yet). NOTE: this station had recently flipped to 
Regional Mexican and changed their slogan to "la jefa, la que manda," 
which is exactly the slogan that XEMY-840 used to use (they have moved 
to FM). Listed 30w nights. 491 miles. Relog. 


860, KNAI AZ, Phoenix. 9/29 0301 f Over unidentified Mexican station 
(probably XEZOL) with ID "KNAI 8-60 AM, K270CZ-101.9 FM Phoenix, la 
campesina." As Glenn Hauser noted earlier this year [hearn on FM], in 
some IDs the word "campesina" seems to get truncated to "campena" or 
something very similar. It actually sounds like a glitch in the 
recording, but it's hard to imagine they would leave it that way for 
so long. This station is still a pretty big pest after the format 
change from the pseudo-Gospel music they used to air. Relog. 


950, KDCE NM, EspaQola. 9/30 0125 ff High school football Espa0ola 
Valley Sundevils @ Aztec Tigers, sponsored by Aspen Medical Center. 
The opposing team's coverage (on KRWN-92.5 "real classic rock" Aztec 
NM) was being picked up by the KDCE broadcast team's microphone, 
leading to some momentary confusion. 


+9/30 0358 A "Your first and only choice for New Mexico music, KDCE." 


Mentioned 100.7 FM. Still uses "Radio Que Dice" slogan. Listed 80w 
nights, but suspiciously strong on almost every wire. Maybe stuck on 
day rig? 485 miles. Relog. 


1040, KCBR CO, Monument. 9/29 1146 fA Colorado Springs ads, "blazin' 
98.5" slogans. Listed as a 15000w daytimer with no PSRA. What are they 
doing on at this hour? Maybe they sign on at Des Moines LSR (1145 in 
September)? Relog. 


1090, KSOU TA, Sioux Center. 9/29 1146 A Mixing with KMXA and KVOP. Ad 
for Rock Valley Rent-All 476-9920, followed by weather forecast. 
Female weather reporter advised listeners to tune to 
siouxountyradio.com for updates. Listed as 50Qw directional daytimer 
with no PSRA; what are they doing on at this hour? 968 miles. New. 


1190, KNUV AZ, Tolleson. 9/29 0458 fi "Est-s escuchando Grupo FUrmula." 
Mixing with XEPZ and XECT. This station and KNRV-1150 both air the 
Mexican Radio FUrmula feed, which can include the Mexican national 
anthem at 6am and Midnight Mexico City time, often followed by the 
Estilo de Vida program which uses the second (better-known) theme song 
from "I Dream of Jeannie." Relog. 


1250, KHIL AZ, Willcox. 9/29 0502 A "KHIL 98.1 FM and 12-50 AM." Still 
running old country and western music. Same strong signal as last 
year. Stuck on day rig, or can I simply not aim my southern antennas 
far enough away from them? 525 miles. Relog. 


1270, KSCB KS, Liberal. 9/30 0358 fA Oklahoma Friday Night Sportz Blitz 
program, ID. Note that KSCB carries the Oklahoma football wrap-up show 
but KRXO, which is in Oklahoma, does not. Listed 25w night power. 727 
miles. Relog. 


1310, KFKA CO, Greeley. 9/30 0359 fA "News, talk and sports for 
northern Colorado" into high school football recap. Strong (too 
strong) on every wire this year. They were surely on day rig the 
entire weekend. Relog. 


1470, KSMM KS, Liberal. 9/30 0358 fA Rock oldies, "From America to ZZ 
Top, the best music lives here, Southwest Kansas' super hits." 
Sometimes IDs as KAHE-FM Dodge City, and sometimes mentions "20,000 
watts" which must refer to the FM as well. Listed 176w nights, but 
these guys are all over my recordings this year, and had never been 
heard before, despite having a wire aimed at Kansas almost every year. 
Surely stuck on day rig. 728 miles. New. 


1500, KPGM OK, Pawhuska. 9/30 0103 f Faded up under KSIJX with ad for a 
dentist in the 918 area code, then a very clear full-minute ad for the 
Pawhuska Hospital. This was presumably the halftime break for high 


school football (Tonkawa Buccaneers @ Pawhuska Huskies). Listed as a 
500w daytimer. Should have signed off at 0030. 983 miles. New. 


1500, KMXO TX, Merkel. 9/29 1100 A Faded up right after XEDF's anthem 
and KSJX's English ID, with male announcer giving ID in English and 
Spanish: "K-MX-0, Merkel," followed by a slogan. Calls given very 
slowly each time. Listed as a 250 w daytimer with no PSRA. What are 
they doing on at this hour? 907 miles. New. 


1550, KXEX CA, Fresno. 9/30 0159 A Usual Spanish Catholic programming, 
"la misionera" slogan. They give an almost-legal ID on the hour (not 
quite legal because it is given only in Spanish). This station was 
surely still stuck on day rig. They were a major pest on almost every 
wire again this year. Pattern book shows their day pattern is aimed 
right at the Border Inn, whereas their night pattern should throw 
almost nothing this way. Relog. 


1660 KQWB ND, West Fargo. 9/30 0359 fi Ad for Chevy/Hyundai dealer in 
Fargo, Fox Sports. +10/2 1228 f Good signal on top of channel with 
replay of NDSU Bison college football game. At this hour, KRZI and 
KWOD should be on 10 kW day power, and KQWB should still be on 1 kW 
night power, but KQWB had a huge signal on an antenna aimed at Texas! 
Methinks they must be switching to day power early, or running more 
than 1ikW all night. 1033 miles. Relog. 


TIS/HAR STATIONS 
ALL 530: 


WPWA752 UT, Antelope Island State Park. 9/30 0117 f Tape loop with 
male voice. Relog. 


UnID UnID. 9/30 1144 fA Weak TIS or HAR station noted on EENE wire. 
Male announcer mentioned Colorado and Utah. This might have been the 
big weather station near Fort Collins CO which has been logged here 
before. 


UnID UnID. 10/1 1137 fA Weak TIS or HAR station noted on NE wire with 
male tape loop. Possible call ID at 1139:30 was covered by a burst of 
static right after the first "W". At the end of my recording he seemed 
to say "working on the road... Spector(?) Valley... mile from Aspen" 
and a second station started to fade up with a man saying "___ miles 
per hour." I'm not aware of a station on 530 kHz near Aspen, CO. 


UnID UnID. 10/1 1245 A Weak HAR station on SSE wire: "You're listening 
to the Nevada Department of Transportation... on AM 5-30... (for road 
conditions) call 511..." This was probably the station in Ely but 
there are several others that can run this same message. Whatever this 


was, it was a new catch. 


UnID UnID. 10/1 1130 A Weak TIS on NENE (Wyoming/South Dakota/Iowa) 
wire under presumed Enciclopedia's soft music. "... get your ticket 
and proceed Biking (hiking?) up the rail (trail? rim?) is....' 


UnID UnID. 10/2 1159 fA Just barely audible. "This is the Colorado 
Department of Transportation highway advisory radio." Whatever this 
was, it was seemingly new. The only Colorado station I've previously 
heard on 530 is the big weather station near Ft Collins. Oddly, this 
was coming in on the ESSE (Central Mexican) wire. This happens 
sometimes on channels with no dominant station. 


ALL 1610: 


KOC734 AZ, Painted Desert. 10/1 1137 fh Nice surprise with male 
announcer "welcome to the Petrified Forest." New. 


WXK790 AZ, Phoenix. 10/2 1100 fh "Welcome to Sky Harbor Airport..." 
Relog. 


HAR CO, Unknown location. 9/30 0305 f Male voice: "This is the 
Colorado Department of Transportation..." Fighting through presumed 
CHHA on NE wire. Whatever this was, it was a new catch. (FCC TIS 
search only shows one CO DoT station on 1610, in Lamar). Also heard a 
female voice giving some kind of road information, seemingly a second 
station. 


WPPZ664 CO, Loveland. 9/30 0322 fi Fairly steady signal under presumed 
CHHA and Wyoming DoT stations with tape loop by male announcer. 
Mentioned the City of Loveland and made several references to the 
Loveland City Infoline 962-2020. Approximately 480 miles. New. 


KOP796 MT, Grant-Kohrs Ranch NHS (Deer Lodge). 10/1 1138 A Another 
nice surprise with male announcer "Welcome to Grant-Kohrs Ranch... 
Prison..." (This TIS also covers the Montana Prison Museum in Deer 
Lodge, and gets out well). New. 


WOQCT745 TX, El Paso (area). 9/29 0505 fA Faded up with female announcer 
giving information for travelers on US 54. There are a large number of 
these stations spread all over the El Paso area. Relog. 


KOP795 UT, Arches NP. 9/30 0358 fA Fairly long tape loop including 
segments read by a man and a woman. Audible on many of my wires again 
this year. Relog. 


WPTC509 WY, Rawlins. 9/30 0305 f "You're listing to the Carbon County 
Visitors' Council weather, and highway advisory radio, WPTC509, 


broadcasting on 1610 kHz..." Relog. 


UnID UnID. 9/30 0041 fA On the NNE wire, sounded like a Wyoming DoT HAR 
(2 ascending telephone notes before and after automated time check by 
female voice, then automated male voice with road conditions). "There 
are no reported diversions in the Columbia(?)-Mantheson(?) area. 
Please buckle up and drive safely." Manderson WY sounds like 
"Manthenson" but there does not appear to be any nearby town that 
sounds like "Columbia." 


UnID UnID. 9/30 0239 A TIS on NNE (Idaho/Montana) wire. The main thing 
I could pick out was some very unusual sound effects, including a 
horse neighing, jungle sounds, and a siren. Does anyone from Idaho, 
Montana or other nearby states recognize this? 


UnID UnID. 9/30 0240 fA Station relaying NOAA weather on NNE 
(Idaho/Montana) wire. I suspect this is the station near Great Falls 
MT, but I could not hear the city names in the weather forecast. 


UnID UnID. 9/30 0248 fA TIS on NENE (Colorado-Wyoming-South Dakota) 
wire, faded up briefly with female announcer "walking tours along the 
shore of (Old Summit?) Lake...." 


UnID UnID. 9/30 0310 fA TIS with make announcer on NNE (Idaho/Montana) 
wire. It sounded like he was saying something like "welcome to State 
Pots Park." Some national parks in the US and Canada have "Paint Pots" 
(pots of boiling mud with varying colors caused by different kinds of 
algae) but I don't know of any TIS stations still active at such 
locations. [Yellowstone? gh] 


UnID UnID. 10/1 1138 fA During a very nice but very brief TIS DX 
opening, a 3rd station appeared on the NE wire with female voice 
talking about the Wanderland (Wonderland?) Hotel, and possibly "the 
park." (The name of the hotel was quite clear. The phrase about the 
park may have been a different female announcer on yet another UnID 
station). The only thing I can find that would make sense is the 
Yellowstone NP TIS at Gardiner MT where there is a Wonderland Lodge. 
Grant-Kohrs Lodge in MT was just logged a minute earlier so it seems 
plausible. One or two Wyoming DoT HAR stations were trying to come in 
too (I could only make out the telltale telephone tones). 


One more, on 1710: 


TIS NM, White Rock. 9/30 0319 fA Male announcer mentioning "historic 
Bandelier National Monument." Confirmed the existence of this new 
station on the Monument's Facebook page. Haven't heard any call 
letters, but the announcer appears to say "this is WRSV" at one point 
in one of my recordings. About 484 miles. New.

XHDATA D-808 PORTABLE -- TECH REPORT 


The XHDATA D-808 portable is an FM-AM-SW-SSB-AIR band model which has 
already been the subject of many excellent reviews. Until recently the 
model was not marketed to North American purchasers, but recently a 
couple of Chinese sellers have started soliciting North American 
buyers via eBay listings. 


My own interest in the model was in comparing its AM Band performance 
to that of the best performing Ultralight radios -- specifically the 
CC Skywave and Skywave SSB models. Although the D-808 is slightly 
larger than the 20 cubic inch limit for Ultralight radios, its size 
and weight make it very convenient to take along as a "travel 
portable," specifically as an SSB-enhanced model capable of checking 
transoceanic station carrier strength on exotic ocean beaches. The 
Skywave SSB model can also do that -- but at a $169.99 list price, 
compared to the $112.86 (plus $10 shipping) cost of the D-808. In 


addition, none of the published D-808 reviews seemed to have any 
information about internal components like the loopstick, or Si4735 
DSP chip. 


My first test was to compare the stock Skywave SSB model with the D- 
808 in fringe AM station reception. The Skywave SSB model has a 
reputation of being one of the most sensitive Ultralight radios, but 
the D-808 clearly outperformed it on both low band fringe station 
(550-KARI) and high band fringe station (1700-City of Auburn TIS) 
reception. The D-808 couldn't quite hang with a 7.5" loopstick Skywave 
model, but that only made me curious about how the same modification 
could enhance the D-808. So... it was time to disassemble the D-808, 
and find out why its loopstick was such a superior performer. 


The D-808 loopstick --- detailed photo posted at 

https: //dreamcrafts.box.com/s/50f£2gxtrgcbflyd8wr7u8fim9bqsewity 

is 3.7/8" (98mm) long, while that of the CC Skywave SSB model 
(pictured above the D-808 cabinet, in the photo) is only 2 3/4" (70mm) 
long. Other reviewers have noted the excellent performance of the D- 
808 on the AM band, and this is probably one of the main reasons. The 
SSB mode operates very similar to that of the Skywave SSB in providing 
a quick check of carrier strength on weak AM band targets -- the LSB 
mode can be set to +55, and the radio tuned to different frequencies 
to check fringe station carrier strength. This can provide a real-time 
check of propagation changes during time-limited propagation openings 
for live ocean beach DXing with Ultralight radios or other portables 
(or with the D-808 itself, if desired). 


The Si4735 DSP chip --- detailed photo at 

https: //dreamcrafts.box.com/s/81t1mz467vq8c76oh9rphpfwnypofmmt 

has markings of "3560, DCUL, .738" and provides a wide range of AM 
bandwidth choices for the Medium Wave DXer (6K, 4K, 3K, 2.5K, 2K, 1.8K 
and 1K). These perform very well, and as with the other DSP-enhanced 
portables, the narrowest bandwidth (1K) provides the most sensitive AM 
band reception. 


Those considering a purchase of the D-808 should be advised that its 
type 18650 Li-ion 3.7v battery is not commonly available at most 
stores, and that Postal regulations supposedly forbid shipping these 
batteries through the mail. One of the eBay sellers (harelan 
ecommerce) did manage to ship me two of the standard XHDATA type 18650 
batteries through the mail (along with two new D-808 models) but if 
your seller won't do this, you can still purchase the batteries on 
eBay. Some of the 18650 batteries sold on eBay have a flat positive 
terminal which won't contact the D-808 cabinet's positive battery 
connector terminal, but in such a case you can simply insert a #8 
lockwasher in between the two, and the arrangement will be very 
secure. From that point on you can simply recharge the battery with a 


USB terminal connector.

The new portable does have Longwave coverage from 150-450 kHz, 
although with the MW-oriented loopstick you may need to be next door 
to an NDB to benefit from it. There is a very effective 7.5" Longwave 
loopstick that was developed for the Tecsun PL-380 model that should 
work great in the D-808, though, with the related technical article 
posted at

With the enhanced Longwave loopstick, SSB capability and multiple DSP 
filtering options, the model could well become the traveling portable 
of choice for NDB-DXers (Gary DeBock (in Puyallup, WA, USA), May 28, 
NRC gg via DXLD) 


XHDATA D-808 Disassembly -- Digital and RF Boards 


For those interested, a detailed internal photo of the D-808's Digital 
and RF circuit boards is posted at

In construction very similar to that of the CC Skywave, the D-808 
separates into two main circuit boards, connected together by a plug- 
in ribbon cable. One strange quirk is that the Si4735 DSP chip is 
located on the RF board (close to the center right edge). The Si4735 
DSP chip is also used in the Eton Traveler III Ultralight radio, and 
although that model lacks the multiple DSP filter selections of the D- 
808, is has been the subject of highly successful 7.5" loopstick 
transplant modifications-- proving that such enhanced Medium Wave and 
Longwave loopsticks will perform very well in the new, Si4735 chip- 
powered D-808. 


Disassembly of the D-808 model is fairly straightforward in comparison 
to the CC Skywave models, and the technician doesn't need to memorize 
a detailed reassembly protocol in order to perform a routine loopstick 
transplant operation. Neither C.Crane nor XHDATA are likely to show 
any sympathy to someone botching up an antenna transplant, so you need 
to be confident that that your skills are superior to those of the 
company technicians before taking the plunge. In the CC Skywave and CC 
Skywave SSB models various parts fit together like a puzzle, but the 
D-808 isn't like that. It should prove to be a fairly popular model 
for enhanced MW and LW loopsticks (Gary DeBock (in Puyallup, WA, USA) 
May 29, nrc gg via DXLD) 


A LOOP ON THE GROUND?? 


If you're like a lot of folks who live in urban areas, you don't have 
a whole lot of space to put up antennas. Ditto to those folks who live 
in communities with HOA nazis that scream any time you put something 
outside. 


For SWLs and hams, loops are a good answer - but what if you could 
hide your loop by putting it near to the ground? This topic is being 
researched and tested by a couple of folks on the popular 
RadioReference website, where we have a forum dedicated to receive 
only antennas. The topic being discussed is a LoG - Loop on the 
ground. You can view the discussion here:

It's a bit technical and most of the testing is being done in the ham 
bands, but I think you'll see the value of this. You could possibly 
use this with a portable, or with a radio like the Sat 750, where the 
lower gain would actually be beneficial.

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 21 - 27 May 2018 


Solar activity reached low levels during the period due to an 
isolated C-class event, a C2 flare from Region 2712 (N13, L=172, 
class/area Csp/80 on 24 May). No Earth-directed CMEs were observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit reached 
moderate levels on 21-27 May. 


Geomagnetic field activity was quiet to unsettled on 23 May due to 
influence from a positive polarity, coronal hole high-speed stream 
(CH HSS). Quiet conditions were observed throughout the remainder of 
the period. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 28 MAY - 23 JUNE 2018 


Solar activity is expected to be very low throughout the period, 
with a slight chance for isolated C-class events on 28 May - 04 Jun 
and 10-23 Jun, due to flare potential from Regions 2711 (N06, L=288, 
class/area Cai/60 on 24 May) and 2712. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to reach very high levels on 05-07 Jun with high levels 
expected on 02-04 Jun and 08-13 Jun. Moderate flux levels are 
expected for the remainder of the period. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to reach G1 (Minor) 
geomagnetic storm levels on 02 Jun with active levels on 01, and 
Q3-04 Jun due to the influence of a recurrent, negative polarity CH 
HSS. Unsettled levels are expected on 28-29 May and 05-06, 13, 19 
Jun. Quiet conditions are expected during the remainder of the 
outlook period.
